A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 
23, 2004 has been entered.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 2, 7, 9-14 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 2 and 10, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach 
or suggest the shadow mask material consisting of carbon, silicon, manganese, 
phosphorus, sulfur, aluminum and nitrogen in weight percentages as set forth in claims 
2 and 10, and specifically the content of boron satisfying inequality of 5ppm < B — 1 1/14 
x N< 30 ppm. 

Regarding claims 7, 9 and 13, claims 7,9 and 13 are allowable for the reasons 
given in claim 2 because of their dependency status from claim 2. 

Regarding claims 11, 12 and 14, claims 11,12 and 14 are allowable for the 
reasons given in claim 10 because of their dependency status from claim 10.
